Mrs. Stengele first missed her 
children when they failed to return 
from school for lunch with their 
brother Dale, 7 She learned of the 
tragedy while searching the neigh­ 
borhood 
Her husband Roland, 27, a la­ 
borer at the B^thl’hem Steel Corp, 
plant in nearby Bethlehem, was at 
work. 
A woman noticed the shack was 
on fire and called firemen. They 
put out the blaze by dumping the 
structure on its side into a creek 
running along side of it. That's 
when they discovered the bodies, 
Police found a red smear on s 
stone wall near the shack. It wfas 
being analyzed to determine if it 
was human blood 
Four of the teen-agers who used 
the shack were questioned by po­ 
lice. One reported that he and his 
companions locked the door Sun­ 
day night shortly after dark before 
leaving for the night. 
When firemen reached the scene 
yesterday, the one door on the 
shack was secured by three closed 


padlocks, all on the outside. 
Police said the children might 
have gotten in by crawling through 
a loose section.
